On  January  6|  1950  at  7t;50  ?•*%,  an  employee  of  nine  and  myself 
left  our  place  of  nork«  As  Tfe  tralked  torard  o\ir  oar  '.re  noticed  a very 
bright  object  in  the  sl^  soutlnTost  of  our  position  facln;;  south*  At 
first  glance  it  seemed  like  c star  butm  second  notice  rre  nere  positive 
it  tras  an  airbozne  obstacle  of  some  type  either  guided  by  non  or  of  some 
other  source*  This  object  eas  a very  tollliant  vihite  and  flickered  some- 
ifhat  like  a star*  It  Tras  round  in  shape  altliough  no  deflnito  lines  per- 
taining to  shape  were  visible*  Ue  also  noticed  a brii^t  red  flash  at 
times  in  the  center  of  the  object  and  at  other  times  on  the  outer  edge* 

As  an  example^  using  a mirror  to  reileot  lights  you  muld  see  a brifd^t 
flash  as  it  passes  in  front  of  your  eyes*  This  red  on  the  object  vias 
not  constant  but  muld  be  seen  alternately  throu^  our  full  trxenty-five 
odnutes  of  sighting* 


As  to  the  shape  or  size  of  the  object  it  r;puld  be  hard  to  say 
definitely*  The  brilliant  glorr  was  round  and  nothing  else  could  be  seen 
because  of  the  glare*  The  size  *.7ould  be  dependent  on  height  and  distance* 
Estimating  its  distance  at  30  miles  and  hei^t  3000  to  4000  feet^  it  t/us 
six  to  eight  inches  in  diameter*  Speed  could  not  be  estimated*  It 
seemed  to  hover  for  periods  of  about  ten  nLnutos  at  a timej  gradually  de- 
creasing in  altitude,  then  at  the  last,  maintaining  an  altitude  of  about 
5000  to  4000  feot  continued  irrest,  southTiest.  At  first  sitting  estimated 
altitude  was  8000  to  10,000  feet* 

After  sighting  the  object  frea  the  parking  lot  in  front  of  our 
plant  we  drove  about  ten  or  fifteen  miles  west  and  south  to  a hidi  point* 
VTe  kept  It  in  si^t  up  to  this  time  and  then  r;atched  it  for  about  ten 
' minutes*  Daring  this  last  ten  minutes  it  seemed  to  hover*  Uo  notion  was 
visible,  only  the  color  flickering,  and  the  red  flashes  continuing*  Then 
it  started  moving  west,  southwest*  At  this  time  we  drove  back  over  our 
sane  route  and  kept  it  In  sl^t  half  the  vmy  back;  then  it  disappeared* 

Vre  oootlnued  to  our  original  si:;^ing  point  and  noticed  nothing  c^parable 
to  this  object*  '.'.'e  continued  past  our  original  point  of  si^^ting  to 
another  hi(^  point  and  the  object  was  not  visible*  The  object  also  was 
not  comparable  to  an  airplane,  dirigable  or  balloon  of  any  type*  As  to 
the  length  of  time  of  sighting  it  was  approximately  twenty  five  to  thirty 
minutes*
